a printing op e ration on th e printabl e busin e ss cards to form print e d busin e ss cards; 

ar e as of th e lin e r sh ee t cov e ring back sid e s of all of th e through - cut lin e s, and 
b e ing staicturally capabl e of holding th e printabl e busin e ss cards and th e matrix wast e 
portion tog e th e r wh e n th e printabl e busin e ss card sh ee t constaiction is sh ee t - f e d through 
th e print e r or copi e r for th e printing op e ration; 

th e ultrar e movabl e adh e siv e allowing th e print e d busin e ss cards to b e r e mov e d 
from th e lin e r sh ee t and from th e matrix wast e portion and into individual print e d 
busin e ss cards with th e ultrar e movabl e adh e siv e r e maining on th e lin e r sh ee t and not on 
back sid e surfac e s of th e print e d busin e ss cards and th e r e by th e back sid e surfac e s b e ing 
non - tacky and th e e xpos e d portion of th e lin e r sh ee t b e ing tacky; 
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th e ultrar e movabl e adh e siv e providing only partial contact with th e cardstock 
sh ee t constaiction and th e partial contact pr e v e nting th e ultrar e movabl e adh e siv e from 
b e coming p e rman e nt ov e r tim e ; and 

th e lin e r sh ee t b e ing a solid continuous lin e r sh ee t 

wherein: 

the printable business card has a surface that is coupled to the 
ultraremovable adhesive, and 

the printable business card is configured to be removed from the 
continuous liner sheet exposing the ultraremovable adhesive on the continuous 
liner sheet and the non-tacky printable business card's surface . 

Claim 315 (previously presented): The sheet of claim 3 14 wherein the sheet of printable 
business cards has dimensions of 8V2 x 1 1 inches, 8V2 x 14 inches or A4. 

Claim 316 (previously presented): The sheet of claim 3 14 wherein the ultraremovable 
adhesive is a suspension-polymer ultraremovable adhesive. 

Claim 317 (currently amended): The sheet of claim 3 14 further comprising a primer coat 
between the ultraremovable adhesive and the continuous liner sheet. 

Claim 318 (previously presented): The sheet of claim 317 wherein the primer coat is a 
polyvinyl alcohol-based primer with silicate.

printable business card in the paper cardstock sheet; and 

the first printable business card and the second printable business card abut a^teast 
som e of th e printabl e busin e ss cards on th e sh ee t ar e in a column with adjac e nt printabl e 
busin e ss cards in th e column abutting one another and are_separated only by one of the 
through-cut lines.

Claim 328 (currently amended): The sheet of claim 326 wherein the thin end is an 
exposed strip of the continuous liner sheet.

Claim 336 (currently amended): The sheet of claim 3 14 wherein the ultraremovable 
adhesive covers the entirety of the back sid e surface of the card stock sh ee t 
constaiction printable business card . 

Claim 337 (currently amended): The sheet of claim 3 14 wherein the continuous liner 
sheet comprises a base paper sheet. 

Claim 338 (currently amended): The sheet of claim 3 14 wherein the paper card stock 
sheet constaiction compris e s is a top-coated paper card stock sheet.

Claim 443 (new): A sheet of printable business cards, comprising: 
a card stock sheet; 

a continuous liner sheet directly and releasably secured to the cardstock sheet with 
a layer of ultraremovable adhesive; 

continuous through-cut lines through the cardstock sheet but not through the 
continuous liner sheet; and 

the continuous through-cut lines defining at least in part perimeter edges of a 
printable business card in the cardstock sheet; 

wherein: 

the printable business card has a surface that is coupled to the 
ultraremovable adhesive, and 

the printable business card is configured to be removed from the 
continuous liner sheet exposing the ultraremovable adhesive on the continuous 
liner sheet and the non-tacky printable business card's surface. 

Claim 444 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the cardstock sheet is paper. 

Claim 445 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the cardstock sheet is a magnetic 
substrate. 
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Claim 446 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the non-tacky printable business 
card's surface is configured to accept writing. 

Claim 447 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the cardstock sheet includes a layer is 
selected from the group consisting of a face coat layer and a back coat layer. 

Claim 448 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the sheet of printable business cards 
has dimensions of 8V2 x 1 1 inches, 8V2 x 14 inches or A4. 

Claim 449 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the ultraremovable adhesive is a 
suspension-polymer ultraremovable adhesive. 

Claim 450 (new): The sheet of claim 443 further comprising a primer coat between the 
ultraremovable adhesive and the continuous liner sheet. 

Claim 45 1 (new): The sheet of claim 450 wherein the primer coat is a polyvinyl alcohol- 
based primer with silicate. 

Claim 452 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the continuous liner sheet is a primer- 
coated liner sheet. 

Claim 453 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein: 

the printable business card is a first printable business card; 

the continuous through-cut lines define at least in part perimeter edges of a second 
printable business card in the cardstock sheet; and 

the first printable business card and the second printable business card abut one 
another and are separated only by one of the through-cut lines. 

Claim 454 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the continuous through-cut lines 
include a grid of vertical and horizontal through-cut lines. 
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Claim 455 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the ultraremovable adhesive is a 
water-based acrylic suspension polymer adhesive. 

Claim 456 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the sheet of printable business cards 
has a body portion and a thin end which is thinner than the body portion. 

Claim 457 (new): The sheet of claim 456 wherein the thin end is a calendered end. 

Claim 458 (new): The sheet of claim 456 wherein the thin end is an exposed strip of the 
continuous liner sheet. 

Claim 459 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the sheet of printable business cards is 
configured to be printed using a non-impact printer. 

Claim 460 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein one of the continuous through-cut 
lines extends an entire width or length of the cardstock sheet. 

Claim 461 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the continuous through-cut lines 
include horizontal and vertical through-cut lines, and a topmost one of the horizontal 
through-cut lines extends an entire width of the cardstock sheet. 

Claim 462 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the ultraremovable adhesive covers 
the entirety of the surface of the printable business card. 

Claim 463 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the continuous liner sheet includes a 
base paper sheet. 

Claim 464 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the cardstock sheet is a top-coated 
cardstock sheet. 
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Claim 465 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein the ultraremovable adhesive provides 
only partial contact with the cardstock sheet and the partial contact prevents the 
ultraremovable adhesive from becoming permanent over time. 

Claim 466 (new): The sheet of claim 443 wherein: 
the paper cardstock sheet has a back side; and 

the continuous liner sheet covers all of the back side of the paper cardstock sheet. 
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
